The plans for this beautiful struct- 


ure were drawn by Fred R. Dorn, of 
Los Angeles. The general contractor 
was our local builder Clarence Allison. 


The bnilding is a two story brick, 


with 103 feet frontage 
on College 


street, and 26 feet on Citrus Avenue. 
The walls on College street and Citrus 
avenue are of red repressed brick, 
ornamental pressed brick being used 
in the copings over the arched win- 
dows and main entrance ways. 
The 


windows are all of heavy French 
plate. 


The bank offices occupy the entire 


ground floor with the exception of 
one office room, with entrance on W. 
College street, which has been leased 
to the Covina Fruit Exchange. 


The bank offices, 
including' presi- 


dent's arid directors' rpoms, are beauti- 
fully finished in natural oak. The 
main office 'is surrounded by a wain- 
scoting three feet six inches high of 
panelled oak. The floor is paved with 
art tiling. The petitions and counter 
are of antique oak. The panels of the 
counter are of French bevelled plate 
and the cashier's) .teller's and account- 
ant's windows are of Italian marble. 
The main entrance is on the corner of 
College street and Citrus avenue. 


The second floor consists of 10 office 


rooms, 
elegantly 
appointed 
with 


closets and marble wash stands. The 
main stairway is finished ia Oregon 
Pine with entrance on W. College 
street. 


The entiie building is heated with 


hot air from the basement and lighted 
throughtout with electricity and ga». 


This elegant structure, which lias 


been erected at a total cost of §14,000, 
is without question the liandsoiiifM 
bank building in the county, outside 
of the city of Los Angeles.

walking about the town and looking 
repeatedly at everything that attracted 
our ^attention. 
Ketchikan bids fair to 


become a great mining center and the 
displays of mineral, together with the 
apparent business activity would lead 
a man to think that its rise is not far 
off. 


On sailing from Ketchikan, June 


24th, we continued our way through 
the Tungass Narrows to Clarence 
Straits, and so on past Wrangle to 
Icy Straits, where we encountered our 
first difficulty. 
As you know, Glacier 


]>ay enters Icy Straits, and in the 
summer time the masses of ice which 
break 
ofT the Muir Glacier and are 


carried out by the tide into Icy Straits 
qiake that body of water almost im- 
passible for steamers. 
We had to 


steam rather slow here for several 
hours and then only by the greatest 
caution did we elude the great bergs 
which lay lazily in our path and for- 
bade our further progress. 


To one who sees his first iceberg the 


sight is -.nost impressive. 
The glacial 


iceberg is a deep greenish blue in 
color and almost transparent and can 
be seen at a great distance. 
They 


look harmless but are deadly, for they 
extend deep in the 
w:iter and have 


:.r.night destruction to many a good 
ship. 
At sunset their beauties are 


reflected and 
remind a traveler of 


,oiue of the fairy scenes in a light 
uperu iii the variety of color, both of 
water, ice and skv. 


Ui> to this time we had 
enjoyed 


beautiful weather, not even a cloud 
marring the sky. 


We stopped in a little cove at Cape 


Spencer where we took water and did 
some fishing. 
While anchored there 


tiie revenue cutter Gedney steamed 
up to us, looked at us searchingly, and 
evidently finding us all right, circled 


Hint and t</ok her way out. 
At this point we all looked forward 


us on the shore. 
But the next day we 


got under way and in an hour after 
weighing anchor we were out in the 
broad Pacific, yith no shelter in case 
of storms and prepared to take what- 
ever the fates had in store for us. 


It was blowing pretty hard and the 


long sickening swell soon sent many 
of us for our bunks, while those who 
remained on deck were not so sure 
that their health would continue good. 
One of the sailors who had shipped at 
Seattle as a deep water sailor, was 
stricken at the wheel and his exhibi- 
:fon served as a stimulus for many of 
the others to do likewise. 
We soon 


got used to the motion, however, and 
did not mind it. 


From this point to Mitrofania Bay is 


a long trip and we were nine days 
without a view of land. 


I forgot to say that just inside Cape 


Spencer is the Brady Glacier which 
leads up from the water's edge like a 
broad boulevard, covered with snow. 


On the way to Mitrofania Ray, where 


we took on water, we encountered 
heavy head wiuds, auu the outrageous 
manner in which the seas rolled us 
about made me disgusted with every- 
thing. I couldn't stay in my bunk to 
sleep and I couldn't keep a dish in 
front of me at meal time. It was first 
one side and then the other and then 
it seemed as_ if we went in three or 
four directions at once. 
I was thor- 


oughly disgusted and wished 
iabiue'ttt that;! wasfocfe'jti 
jStt'en sboi'nfer Iward.

As we lay at anchor in Metrofania 


Bay one of our passengers played a 
practical joke, which for*a time threat- 
ened to disrupt the party. While the 
sailors were carrying water from thq 
shore to the ship, using the ship's 
boats for the purpose, it occurred to 
him to make a trip over, and being' an 
old mirier Re took a gold pan with him. 
One or two of the other passengers 
went with him, also our captain. They 
proceeded up one of the various creeks 
and our friend induced the captain to 
pan out some dirt of which a lot re- 
sembled the Nome pay dirt. 
The cap- 


tain did so and when so employed Pat, 
that was his first name, dropped some 
gold dust over his shoulder into the 
pan. 
Of course the captain found it 


and immediately returned to the ship 
with the news that there were good 
diggings there. Well there was a great 
deal excitement for awhile. 
Some 


were going to take off their freight 
right there. They didn't want to go 
any further. Finally the joke came 
out and we had a good laugh at the 
expense of the captain. 


From here to Dutch Harbor the wind 


blew fair and we made good time, ar- 
riving there July l(>Ui. 
About 100 


miles this side of Dutch Harbor is the 
Uniinak Pass, marked by two volcanus 
the larger of which, Shaldoti, is now 
in active eruption. 


Dutch Harbor is a quaint little place, 


just a. store, hotel and coaling station, 
while beside it a mile distant is Un- 
alaska, where is all the life, barrooms, 
etc. 


In the harbor when we left were the 


revenue cuiters, Pathfinder and Man- 
ning, the steamers Nome City and 
Kuth, all bound South except the Man- 
ning, which was to leave that day for 
Unimak Island where a few days be- 
fore three prospectors of a party of 
four had been killed by the natives. 
The one who escaped was badly scared 
and said that the natives had chased 
him all over the island but that he hud 
finally escaped in a small boat,

Saturday Evening I'ost. The lack of 


any ttich eherk« putt on tht pmpte of 
every mate, In every season, such ft 
mass of restraints that not the lawyer! 
themselves keep track of them, and1 
confusion is worse confounded by the 
wrongaeaft, inconsistency and mutual 
interference of the bills that go through 
the annual grist. Legislatures are com- 
monly political rather than statesman- 
like, am! they put into tie permanent 
foftt of law schemes for temporary and 
party benefit Sometimes the laws are 
not even so wide,as that, but are mere 
screws for extortion. It cannot ta« that 
so many measures are needed t« pre- 
serve the uprightness'of a country that 
Is naturally as upright as any in the 
world, yet It Is a fact that over 20,000 
pages of laws Issue every year from the 
legislatures of our States. We live in 
a riot of law-making, tt is a blessing 
that most of the measures are dead let- 
ters from the day of their enactment, 
yet it Is a danger that any of them can 
be resurrected from the limbo of the 
forgotten and used to enforce an unjust 
demand or express a prejudice. Lack- 
ing a national check or standard of 
law, the various States and the various 
townships of a State can be widely di- 
vided against one another. One could 
multiply, through hundreds of pages, 
the absurdities and inconsistencies foi 
which eeal in law-making is responsi- 
ble, but It would not check their In- 
crease. That Is best prevented by al- 
lowing the people to approve or nullify i 
their Inws. Initiative and referendum 
offer great possibilities, for If laws were 
submitted for final adoption to the peo- 
ple themselves; or, If we could confine 
our legislatures to biennial perform- 
ances of not more than sixty days'dura- 
tion, there would be a surcease of law, 
and the governing 'statutes would sift 
down to a few sensible measures. We 
elect men to make laws, but men •flrho 
would accept office with the 
under- 


standing that they were to unmake 
hundreds now on the books should be, 
and possibly would fte, hurried into 
office by tumultuous majorities.

The woman who sends her 
maid to the door'to say she Is "not at 
home," or who begs her guest not to 
hurry when she means "Do go," is only 
practicing one part of an extensive code 
that prevails throughout polite society.

"I refuse to answer" 
is seldom a pleasing rejoinder, and is | 
not always effective. The "wilte He" 
Is often the only weapon that will serve 
to defend one's self and at the same 
time not destroy friendship. So long 
ns curious people will ask questions 
which It Is inexpedient to answer and 
give Invitations it Is inconvenient to 
accept. It is to be feared there is little 
hope of a reign of absolute truthful- • 
ness. Perhaps the most that can be 
asked is that there be no deviation 
from truth which can In any way Injure' 
others, or which can be avoided without 
wounding the feelings of others. A man 
liardly would dare to invite a friend to 
dinner if the friend could not indulge in 
a polite lie and say he was sorry, but 
he had another engagement and could 
not come. If he told the truth he might, i 
according to the Spectator, have to say:! 


• t do not like you and your friends bore [ 
me," or, "I could come quite easily, but 
I do not care to associate with the sec- 
ond-class people among whom you live.' 
"The question is: What would 
be; 


gained by the truth lu such cases? So-' 
ciety would have to be made over on 
an entirely new system if It had to be 
run without the oil of polite prevarlca-' 
tlon—fibbing which may not deceive; 
hut which dot?s not offend—and It is' 
doubtful whether it would be as pro- 
ductive of good as it is now. Certainly 
the world would bo a more uiu-omfort- 
able place to live in, a.s uncomfortable 
as Gilbert's "Palace of Truth." These : 
white lies are manufactured largely out 
of the milk of human kindness. They- 
aro prompted by a desire not to injure i 
other people's feelings. As the Spectu-; 
tor says, we have all entered into a 
tacit agreement that under certain fir- 
1 


cumstances we will deceive each other, 
for the common comfort. Society seems 
to have adopted the philosophy that; 
there are times when peace ,-ind good i 
will are worth more than the absolute' 
truth, when that truth will be provo- 
cative of ill will.

The wife of a President bears no 


small part of the burden of his great 
office. It Is much as It is with a cler- 
gyman's wife; a church employs only 
the minister, but it often 
demands 


much of his helpmate. It is In social 
affairs that the wife of a President 
principally appears. Mrs. McKinley, on 
account of the frailness of her health, 
has always been excused by common 
consent from many duties which ordi- 
narily fall upon the mistress of the 
White House. At the formal receptions 
she has usually occupied a chair in 
the receiving line, and instead of at- 
tempting to shake hands with those 
who were presented to her; has merely 
bowed pleasantly as they passed. 
Countless appeals are made to the wife 
of any President. Persons who seek to 
secure some favor from him think how 
^powerful an ally in their efforts she 
might be, without realizing how im- 
possible it would > become to transact 
public business in that way. For ex- 
ample, women who desire for their 
husbands appointed to office, to save 
the family from want, or for a son a 
cndetshlp at We^st Point, or the pardon 
of a nephew, often try to secure the 
intercession of the President's wife. 
These requests are usually made by 
mail, but personal appeals are not un- 
known. Moreover, the Influence of the 
President's wife In behalf of experi- 
mental charities, young musicians and 
new books'Is constantly sought. In Its 
bestowal the greatest discretion Is nec- 
essary. The "first lady of the land" 
possesses great opportunities for the 
display of tactfulness and diplomacy 
in her attitude toward people on the 
great occasions, and in those more se- 
lect groups summoned to the White 
House. What she dots not say Is some- 
times quite as significant as what she 
says. Many a victory of statesmanship 
is won in the drawing room; niid over 
the most famous drawing room in the 
land it is the privilege of the wife of 
the President to preside.

Poultry on the Farm 


Prof. Gilbert of Ottawa, Canada, 


in answer to the question, "Why is 
poultry valuable to ..ie farmer?" gives 
the following reasons: 


1. Because he ouglu, by no means, 


to convert a great deal of the waste 
of his farm into money in the shape 
of eggs and chickens for the market. 


2. Because, with intelligent man- 


agement, they ought to be all-year 
revenue producers, with the excep- 
tion of perhaps two months during the 
moulting season. 


3. Because poultry will yield him a 


quicker return for the capital invested 
than any of the other departments of 
agriculture. 


4. Because the manure from 
the 


poultry house will make a valuable 
compost for use either in vegetable 
garden or orcharu. 
_ue birds them- 


selves, if allowed to run in plum or 
apple orchards, «will destroy all injuri- 
ous insect life. 


5. Because, while cereal and fruit 
ii uiily lie suceesst'uiy grown in cer- 


tain sections, poultry can be raised for 
table uae or layers of eggs in all part 
of the country. 


C. Because poultry raising is an em- 


ployment in which tfte farmer's wife 
and daughters can engage, and leave 
him free to attend to other 
depart- 


ments. 


7. Because it will bring him the 


best results in the shape of 'new-laid 
eggs-during the wintry season, when 
the farmer has the most time on his 
hands. 


8. Because, to start poultry raising 


on the farm requires little or no capi- 
tal. By good management poultry can 
be made, with very little cost, a valu- 
able adjunct to the farm.
